Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1972 « 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of 
Health. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  551 
compared  with  593  in  the  year  1971 »  The  birth  rate  (corrected  by 
the  Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General),  at 

20.1  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  l4.8„  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  was  11  compared  with  13  in  1971. 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor)  at 

12.2  (11.9  in  1971)  compares  with  the  National  rate  at  12.1 

There  were  16  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  of 
the  deaths  8  were  under  one  week  of  age.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  at  30.00  is  higher  than  the  National  rate  at  17o00. 

Prematurity  still  remains  the  main  cause  for  these  infant  deaths. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  The  still 
birth  rate  at  7*00  is  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  at  12.00. 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  -  172,  the 
male  deaths  were  113  (85  in  1971)  and  the  female  deaths  were  59 

(72  in  1971). 

The  main  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  Disease  with  53  deaths 
(55  in  197l)?  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  with  23  deaths 
(24  in  1971),  Cancer  29  deaths,  (32  in  1971)*  There  was  1  death 
from  Tuberculosis. 
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One  hundred  and  forty  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  during  the  year  compared  with  98  in  1971  <>  The  increase 

was  mainly  due  to  the  larger  number  of  cases  of  measles.  The 
other  diseases  call  for  no  comment.

Environmental  Hygiene. 

Water  supplies  throughout  the  district  have  continued,  in 
general,  to  be  wholesome  and  adequate  for  present  needs.  Water 
is  supplied  by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board  with 
the  exception  of  some  isolated  properties  which  have  their  own 
supply,  and  the  Catterick  Garrison  and  Royal  Air  Force  Station, 
Catterick,  which  have  their  own  supplies.  The  Water  Board  is 
constantly  endeavouring  to  locate  and  develop  suitable  new  sources 
of  supply,  which  are  certain  to  be  needed  for  new  demands  by  housing 
and  new  industry.  Again,  the  excellent  quality  of  the  water  is 
underlined  by  the  fact  that  of  237  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  only  one  was  unsatisfactory. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  death  of 
Mr.  McNeil,  who  died  on  the  7th  January,  1973.  He  was  a  tower  of 
strength  in  his  Department  and  will  be  greatly  missed.  I  relied 
upon  him  completely  and  greatly  appreciated  his  sound  advice  and 
wisdom  in  all  matters  within  his  provence. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Foster  for  preparing  the  second  part 
of  this  Report.

Child  Health  Clinics. 


Child  Health  Clinic  sessions  at  Catterick  Garrison  are  held 
weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  and  afternoon,  and  Thursday  afternoon 
with  a  Doctor  in  attendance.  As  well  as  the  Child  Health 
Clinic  sessions,  Dental  Guidance,  Chiropody  and  Speech  Therapy 
Clinics  are  held.  In  addition,  the  Family  Planning  Association 
holds  clinics  all  day  on  Wednesday. 

Child  Health  Clinic  sessions  are  also  held  fortnightly  at 
Catterick  Village,  Catterick  R.A.F.  Station  and  Colburn,  and 
monthly  at  Middleton  Tyas,  Scorton  and  Eppleby.  A  doctor  is  in 
attendance  at  all  these  sessions. 

All  the  Clinics  are  well  attended  by  mothers  and  their 
children,  particularly  the  Catterick  Garrison  clinics,  where  the 
greatest  concentration  of  population  in  the  District  occurs.

Section  27  -  Ambulance  Service . 

This  Service  is  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council 
from  the  Ambulance  Station  at  Richmond,  which  has  a  Staff  of  one 
Driver/Foreman,  one  Shift/Leader  and  six  Driver/Attendants,  and 
covers  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  the  Rural  District  of  Richmond, 
Croft,  Startforth  and  Reeth. 

Section  28  -  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care, 

The  work  of  vaccination  and  immunisation,  together  with  the 
advice  given  by  those  working  in  the  Public  Health  Service, 
Inspectors,  Midwives,  Maternity,  and  Child  Welfare  Workers, 
Doctors  and  Nurses,  must  all  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the 
general  health  of  the  community.

Section  I  -  Mental  Health. 

There  are  no  mental  health  committees  in  the  district. 
Dental  Service. 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council. 
Chiropdy. 

A  chiropody  service  is  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County 
Council  for  aged  people,  expectant  mothers,  physically 
handicapped  and  mentally  disordered.  Sessions  are  held  at 
Colburn,  Catterick  Village,  Catterick  Garrison,  Aldbrough  St.  John, 
Brompton-on-Swale ,  and  Gilling  as  and  when  necessary.  At  present 
there  is  no  chiropodist  owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  former 
chiropodist.  It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  recruit  a  successor. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

During  the  year  a  Meals  on  Wheels  service  was  continued  in  the 
area  by  the  Womens  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  with  generous  assistance 
from  the  Council.  This  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
recipients.

1°  Particulars  of  Water  Supplies ■> 

The  water  supply  authority  for  the  District  is  the  Northallerton 
and  the  Dales  Water  Board,,  The  Board's  main  efforts  continue  to  be 
directed  towards  locating  and  developing  suitable  new  sources  of 
supply.  This  is  necessary  to  make  up  for  existing  "dry  weather" 
deficiences,  to  meet  growing  demand  and  to  enable  numerous  small  and 
isolated  supplies  to  be  replaced  by  more  economic  linked  schemes. 

New  schemes  commenced  in  the  District  during  the  year  were  a  six  inch 
main  from  Colburn  to  Catterick  Bridge,  link  mains  from  West  Layton  to 
caldwell  and  from  Barton  to  Middleton  Tyas,  and  a  duplicate  main  from 
Diddersley  Hill  to  Melsonby.  A  borehole  was  sunk  at  Catterick 
Bridge,  and  this  source  was  not  used  generally,  but  pumped  into  the 
supply  for  two  months  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  It  is 
intended  to  use  this  supply  in  the  forthcoming  year  as  a  permanent 
source.

2 .  Quality  of  Water  Supplies. 


The  Board's  water  supplies  are  generally  of  a  very  high  standard. 
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3.  Quantity  of  Water  Supplies . 

The  demand  supply  exceeds  the  reliable  yield  of  the  sources. 

It  is  inevitable  therefore  that  during  periods  of  drought,  water 
supplies  cause  concern.  However,  investigations  for  future  water 
sources  have  been  carried  out  and  within  three  to  four  years 
problems  should  be  resolved.  The  interim  period  is  likely  to 
cause  concern. 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  in  the  District. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling  of  raw  water  supplies 
was  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales 
Water  Board.  The  results  are  listed  below.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


7®  Sewerage  System, 

During  the  year  three  major  improvements  to  the  sanitary 
circumstances  were  completed.  These  consisted  of  a  network  of 
sewers  and  associated  connections  being  laid  in  the  village  of 
Forcett,  These  flow  to  a  pumping  station  and  are  pumped  to 
Eppleby  for  treatment.  The  sewage  schemes  at  Kirby  Hill  and 
Whashton  were  completed,  these  comprising  of  new  sewers  and 
connections  and  new  standard  sewage  treatment  works,  with  an 
effluent  well  within  the  Royal  Commissions  recommended  maxima 
discharging  to  a  local  stream.  The  scheme  completed  at  Dalton 

Gates  includes  a  pumping  station,  the  sewage  being  pumped  to 
North  Cowton  for  treatment,  A  small  sewer  extension  was  also 
completed  at  Melsonby  to  serve  the  private  development  at  St.  James’ 
Close. 

The  following  parishes  remain  unsewered,  and  obviously  the 
absence  of  a  sewerage  system  in  any  village  must  give  rise  to 
varying  degrees  of  pollution  and  Moreover  restricts  the 
modernisation  of  a  number  of  houses  where  full  modern  amenities 
are  lacking.  The  Council’s  policy  is  to  sewer  all  parishes  but, 
of  course,  these  have  to  be  arranged  in  a  system  of  priorities.

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8.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes,  owners  of  many 
properties  are  converting  the  old  privy  and  chemical  closets  to 
water  carriage.,  The  Council  assists  property  owners  in  this 
work  by  means  of  Conversion  Grants.  Thirty-eight  conversions 
were  carried  out  by  means  of  Improvement  and  Standard  Grants, 
and  as  these  latter  Grants  are  instrumental  in  obtaining  not 
only  water  closets,  but  also  hot  water  systems,  baths  and 
wash-hand  basins,  this  type  of  aid  is  more  satisfactory.  With 
this  in  view  the  Council  decided  that  full  modern  amenities  are 
to  be  pressed  for,  and  privy  conversion  grants  are  normally  paid 
only  in  cases  where  it  is  not  practicable  to  provide  a  bath, 
wash-hand  basin,  sink,  hot  water  supply,  and  food  store  by 
reason  of  restricted  space,  inability  to  pay,  age  of  applicants, 
or  where  these  facilities  are  already  provided. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


9.  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered  by 
the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  the  refuse  collection  service, 
apart  from  Catterick  Garrison,  was  £18,191  compared  with 
£18,429  in  1971. 

HOUSING 

10.  Improvement  Grants  -  Housing  (Financial)  Provisions  Act,  19^8 

and  the  Housing  Act,  1959. 

Eighty-six  applications  for  grants  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  granted  by  the  Council. 

11.  New  Houses  Erected  in  1972. 

A  total  of  8l  new  houses  was  erected  during  the  year,  none 
by  the  Council,  8l  by  private  enterprise. 


12.  Unfit  Houses.

One  hundred  and  fifty  houses  were  inspected  for  housing 
defects  during  the  year,  120  were  found  to  be  not  in  all  respects 
fit  for  human  habitation,  48  were  made  fit  and  5  were  demolished. 

A  total  of  237  visits  was  made  to  houses  under  the  Act 
during  1972. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


13 o  Nuisances. 


Two  hundred  and  twelve  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  nuisances,  and  in  75  cases  statutory  nuisances  were  found. 
Seventy  of  these  were  abated  as  a  result  of  informal  action,  and 
the  work  on  the  remainder  being  in  course  of  completion  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  degree  of 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  with  regard  to 
the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  an 
informal  approach  is  sufficient  to  secure  the  desired  result. 

14.  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  operates  a  Rodent  Control  Service  and  for  this 
purpose  two  Rodent  Operators  are  employed  full  time. 

This  service  is  available  to  private  householders  free  of 
charge,  but  treatment  of  agricultural  and  business  premises  is 
undertaken  normally  under  form  of  Contract.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  128  Contracts  were  in  operation.  The  following  table  sets 
out  a  summary  of  work  done  by  the  Rodent  Operators  and  Public 
Health  Inspectors.

Meat  Inspection. 

The  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  remained 
in  operation  until  the  end  of  July,  1972.  Again,  comment  must  be 
made  on  the  high  standard  of  animals  slaughtered,  the  majority  of 
part  carcase  or  organs  rejected  being  beast  and  sheep  livers  infested 
with  liver  fluke,  and  pig  livers  with  milk-spot. 

One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  achieved  although 
this  involved  some  Sunday  inspection,  and  working  on  all  Bank 
Holidays.

All  the  above  premises  are  fitted  with  wash-hand  basins  in 
accordance  with  Regulation  16,  and  sinks,  etc.,  in  accordance 
with  Regulation  19  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
I960  and  1962. 

Of  the  above  90  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 


22.  Food  Hygiene. 

The  continual  effort  to  secure  good  standards  was  pursued 
during  the  year,  principle  attention  being  given,  of  course,  to 
premises  where  food  is  actually  prepared  viz.  fried  fish  shops, 
bakehouses,  licensed  premises,  canteens,  restaurants,  hotels  and 
cafes.  In  all  250  visits  were  paid  to  such  premises. 


In  15  cases  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
were  noted  and  15  of  these  were  remedied  as  soon  as  they  were 
drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  proprietors. 

The  majority  of  contraventions  were  found  in  transport 
cafes  of  which  there  are  seven.  The  difficulty  in  such  places 
is  two-fold,  firstly  the  rapid  change-over  in  the  staff  which 
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seems  to  be  a  feature  of  transport  cafes,  and  secondly,  the  fact 
that  cooking  appliances  are  in  use  24  hours  a  day,  and  this,  of 
course,  makes  effective  cleansing  difficult. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  licenses  under  the  Act  were  in  force 
in  respect  of  the  following  caravan  sites: -

In  addition  to  the  licensed  sites,  there  are  two  sites 
operated  by  the  Caravan  Club,  one  for  43  caravans  at  Gilling  Bank 
and  one  for  3  caravans  at  Hartforth. 

Seventy-one  visits  were  made  to  these  sites  during  which 
four  contraventions  were  remedied. 

Itinerant  Caravans:-  Discussions  continued  throughout  the  year 
between  the  Council  and  the  County  Council  regarding  the  provision 
of  a  site  for  itinerant  caravans  under  the  Caravan  Sites  Act,1968, 
but  no  decision  has  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

2  4.  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  three  swimming  pools  in  the  Council's  district, 
two  of  which  are  situated  on  Crown  Land  at  Catterick  Garrison. 

One  is  an  open-air  pool  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence  and  the 
second  an  indoor  pool  owned  by  Sandes  Soldiers  Home.  Both 
pools  are  under  military  supervision  in  respect  of  hygiene,  but  a 
close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Military  Authority  as  far  as 
Sandes  Soldiers  Home  is  concerned,  as  this  is  extensively  used  by 
civilians  and  schoolchildren. 

Sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Military  Authority  at  both 
pools  and  the  Public  Health  Department  is  notified  if  bad  results 
are  obtained. 
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The  third  pool  is  a  privately  owned  indoor  pool  at  the 
St.  John  of  God  Hospital,  Scorton,  and  is  available  to  scholars 
at  Scorton  Grammar  School.  Sampling  is  carried  out  by  the 
Hospital  Laboratory  and  no  adverse  reports  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

25  o  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  19&3* 

There  are  four  animal  boarding  establishments  registered 
under  the  Act.  These  were  visited  on  5  occasions  and  were  found 
to  be  clean  and  well  run. 


26  .  Barbers  and  Hairdressers. 

Following  the  adoption  of  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  77 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  six  inspections  have  been  carried 
out  at  the  7  ladies  and  3  gentlemens  establishments  in  the 
district.  Generally,  the  standard  of  hygiene  was  found  to  be 

good. 

27 .  Hackney  Carriages. 


Bye-laws  made  under  Section  68  of  the  Town  Police  Clauses 
Act,  1847,  and  Section  171  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  l875» 
were  made  jointly  by  the  Council  and  the  Council  of  the  Borough 
of  Richmond. 


Inspections  were  carried  out  on  all  vehicles  licensed  as 
hackney  carriages.  There  are  27  licences  in  operation,  and 
generally,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and  repair  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory.
